Annual Report of General Newton—Im- 


yortunt Recommendations, Estimntes, 
Etc. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—-Genera! Johu 


Newton has submitted his annual report on 
the coast defenses. He earnestly urges that 
the harbors of our principal seaports be 
made impregnable to attack by the addition 
of guns of heavy caliber and otlrjr appli- 
ances known to modern warfare. 
The past 


events, he says, by no means justify 
the assertions made that our cotton and 
grain have become so necessary to the Na- 
tions that they could not engage in war with 
ns for a shoit period without interruption 
ot their supplies of these articles. It seems 
to be forgotten that a descent upon our 
coast to hold our unprotected cities under 
the guns of a hostile licet would consume 
but a few months, and, iu the meantime, 
cotton and grain 
in sufficient fjuautities 


might be obtained'i'lsewliere. The modem 
system is to make war sudden, sharp and 
decisive, and to make the beaten party pay 
tho expenses. The Board of Engineers for 
fortifications has prepared an approximate 
estimate of the cost of fortifications, includ- 
ing armaments, modern heavy guns and 
rilled mm tars for Portland, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimoie, Hampton 
Koads, New Orleans and San Francisco, 
and 
another 
estimate, 
likewise ap- 


proximate, for preliminary work. 
The total estimate, including armaments, 
is .^SS^bS.OUO. The estimate for the im- 
placement of guns, including armor, guns 
and 
machinery is 
,<?10.",8NOOO. 
These 


estimates ha\e been made with care, and it 
is beluga! the fortifications, including guns 
lor all harbors on the coast of sufficient im- 
portance to tempt an enemy, can be pre- 
pared at a cost not to exceed ?GO,000,000.

and lS.3ii o.rc made: For the defense o£ Bos- 
ton harbor, ^880,000; New York harbor, 
SI. 120,000; Philadelphia, S132.000; Balti- 
more, MS2.000; Hampton Koads, SUli,000; 

WIOO.OOO; modification of 
existing rork and batteries. $500,000; pres- 
ervation of fortifications. ST3,000; purchasa 
of submarine mines, i^30«,000; casements, 
I'.tc., S200,000; torpedoes, sUO.OOO.

Colonel Stewart was able to 
push farther north, and General Gordon 
smarted to return to Khartoum, and when 
near Shendy he learned that Khartoum had 
been handed over to the rebels. General 
Gordon found himself unable to retire or ad- 
vance and was killed there.
